We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  of  the 
Town  of  Clarendon,  Vermont  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 1978,  listed 
in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  in¬ 
cluded  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro¬ 
cedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  discussed  in  Note  2  to  the  financial  statements,  an  investigation  is  in 
progress  regarding  delinquent  taxes  collected  but  not  remitted  to  the 
Town.  The  ultimate  loss,  to  the  Town,  if  any,  cannot  presently  be  deter¬ 
mined. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Equipment  Fund  do  not  reflect  fixed 
assets  and  accumulated  depreciation  and,  depreciation  expenses  are 
omitted.  As  a  result,  the  financial  statements  of  the  Equipment  Fund  do 
not  present  fairly  the  financial  position  or  results  of  operations  of  that 
fund  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  Town  of  Clarendon  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  it's  general  fixed 
assets,  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial 
report. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  financial  statements  of  the  Equipment 
Fund,  and  subject  to  the  effects,  if  any,  of  the  ultimate  resolution  of  the  in¬ 
vestigation  regarding  delinquent  tax  collections,  the  financial  statements 
listed  in  the  table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
various  funds  of  the  Town  of  Clarendon  at  December  31,  1978,  and  the 
results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consis¬ 
tent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  accompanying  supplemental  schedule  and  related  information 
presented  on  Exhibits  13  and  14  are  not  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation 
of  the  financial  statements,  but  are  presented  as  additional  analytical 
data.  This  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  tests  and  other  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  financial  statements  men¬ 
tioned  above  and,  in  our  opinion,  are  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects 
in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Notel: 

The  major  accounting  principles  and  practices  followed  by  the  Town  of 
Clarendon,  Vermont  are  presented  below  to  assist  the  reader  in 
evaluating  the  financial  statements. 

Fund  accounting  principles  are  followed.  The  General  Fund  is  reported 
on  the  modified  accrual  basis  and  all  other  funds  are  reported  on  the  ac¬ 
crual  basis  of  accounting. 

The  Equipment  Fund  is  used  to  set  funds  aside  for  future  equipment  pur¬ 
chases.  Fees  transferred  to  the  fund  are  based  on  the  use  of  equipment  by 
the  General  Fund  charged  at  rates  determined  by  the  State  of  Vermont, 
Department  of  Highways  less  the  cost  of  equipment  operating  expenses 
paid  by  the  General  Fund. 

Note  2: 

An  investigation  and  audit  is  in  progress  related  to  delinquent  taxes 
which  have  been  paid  but  not  remitted  to  the  Town  General  Fund.  At  the 
time  of  I  Ids  report  the  results  of  the  investigation  are  not  known. 

Delinquent  taxes  receivable  of  $101,370  at  December  31, 1978  is  stated  net 
of  a  $34,000  reserve  for  nneolleetable  accounts.  The  reserve  reflects  an¬ 
ticipated  abatement!,  estimated  uncollectable  accounts  and  a  reserve  for 
potential  loss  resulting  from  the  investigation.

1978  CLARENDON  SELECTMEN’S  LETTER 


The  two  important  aspects  of  the  past  year  involve  genuine  interest  by 
your  Board  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Town;  past,  present,  and  future. 
The  two  subjects  of  commercial  —  industrial  zoning  and  financial 
management  and  accountability  received  considerable  emphasis  by  the 
Board. 

An  important  issue  in  1978  has  been  a  continuing  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Planning  Commission  to  designate  areas  for  industrial 
and  commercial  development  in  the  town  through  the  modification  of  the 
town’s  Zoning  Regulations.  The  modifications  take  the  form  of 
designating  areas  along  old  Route  7  and  around  the  Airport  as  Commer¬ 
cial  —  Industrial  Zones.  The  effort  has  met  with  continued  opposition,  but 
is  necessary  we  feel,  for  the  Town  to  broaden  it’s  commercial  —  in¬ 
dustrial  tax  base  in  order  that  the  tax  burden  can  be  eased  from  the  home 
owner,  and  assist  in  stabilizing  the  tax  rate  in  this  time  of  ever  spiraling 
costs. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  approached  regarding  locating  a  potential  of¬ 
fice  building  —  warehouse  complex  to  be  built  by  the  Vermont  Electric 
Power  Company  ( VELCO)  on  land  currently  being  utilized  by  the  Airport 
but  which  may  be  declared  excess  to  the  needs  of  the  Airport  in  1979.  This 
is  the  type  of  non-residential  development  which  we  hope  to  foster  as 
beneficial  to  the  town.  The  location  of  this  proposed  facility  in  Clarendon 
is  by  no  means  certain  at  this  time.  Our  willingness  to  assist  VELCO  in 
this  project  is  very  important  since  we  must  overcome  the  lack  of  water 
and  sewer  facilities  which  may  be  available  at  alternate  sites  in  other 
communities. 

In  addressing  the  subject  of  financial  management  and  accountability, 
we  view  with  shock  and  regret  the  implications  of  the  audit  of  the  delin¬ 
quent  tax  accounts.  However,  the  delinquent  tax  audit  and  the  companion 
general  audit  which  was  completed  pursuant  to  requirements  of  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Act  were  in  total  very  healthy  events,  which  will  lead  to 
improved  accountability  and  bookkeeping  methods  more  in  keeping  with 
standard  sound  accounting  practices.  The  Board  will  seek  to  implement 
Two  (2)  new  accounting  tools  which  will  assist  immeasurably  in  tax  bill¬ 
ing,  tax  record  keeping  and  general  accounting. 

At  this  writing  the  Board  is  continuing  it’s  investigation  into  the  so- 
called  computerized  method  of  keeping  the  grand  list.  When  im¬ 
plemented,  this  system  will  provide  a  grand  list,  the  final  form  of  which  is 
printed  by  computer  printing  which  will  be  easy  to  read,  provide  brief 
property  descriptions  and  evaluations  and  will  provide  the  ingredients  for 
proper  tax  billing  and  tax  receipts  accountability,  both  current  and  delin¬ 
quent.  In  the  judgement  of  the  Board,  the  “computerized”  or  machine  ac¬ 
counting  grand  list  will  bring  benefits  far  out  weighing  its  investment. 

In  addition,  upon  the  recommendation  of  John  Sullivan,  C.P.A.  and 
Town  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Girand,  the  Board  has  authorized  the  treasurer  to 
set  up  a  “one  wright”  system  of  accounting  in  order  that  the  town’s 
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records  may  be  men-  nr.  unilt'ly  kept  in  a  uniform  manner.  This  system 
would  remain  in  npen.llnn  under  the  office  of  treasurer  regardless  of 
changes  in  the  off l<  e  ln»l«lei

,,,1, ,1.1,1, live  Assistant  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  study  approved  at  the  1978 
town  meeting  on  the  feasability  of  having  a  town  manager  or  other  alter- 
umIIvc  We  feel  that  a  town  manager  is  not  appropriate  at  this  time,  and 
ihnl  an  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  selectmen  would  better  meet 
,  Ml  rent  requirements.  We  also  consider  this  to  be  a  more  efficient  way  to 
solve  the  problem  of  the  increased  work  load  rather  than  the  proposal  to 
add  two  additional  selectmen.  Selectmen  are  available  only  part  time  to 
work  on  town  problems  since  all  have  regular  jobs.  The  need  is  for 
someone  to  be  available  from  8  to  5  and  this  cannot  be  accomplished  by 
the  addition  of  two  more  selectmen.  Thus  we  recommend  that  you  vote  no 
on  Article  23  as  not  being  conducive  to  improving  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Board.

1 _ s.  43-45,  regarding  obstruction  to  Highways.  This  refers  primarily  to 

individuals  who  are  plowing  private  driveways  and  deposit  excess  snow 
across  a  Town  Highway  right  of  way,  thus  increasing  the  size  of  the  snow 
banks.  This  creates  a  problem  for  the  local  road  crew,  who  have  a  definite 
plan  of  grading  for  such  snow  banks. 

The  Selectmen  are  pursuing  a  study  for  adoption  of  a  Town  Ordinance 
regarding  this  problem.

Ch.l 


Sec.  43.  —  Obstructions  to  highways 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  construct  or  regrade  any  driveway,  entrance  or 
approach,  or  build  a  fence  or  building,  or  deposit  material  of  any  kind 
within,  or  in  any  way  affect  the  grade  of,  a  highway  right  of  way,  or 
obstruct  a  ditch,  culvert  or  drainage  course  that  drains  a  highway,  or  fill 
or  grade  the  land  adjacent  to  a  highway  so  as  to  divert  the  flow  of  water 
onto  the  highway  right  of  way,  without  a  written  permit  from  the  board  or 
the  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  board  or  selectmen, 
within  their  respective  jurisdictions,  may  make  such  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  will  adequately  protect 
and  promote  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public,  but  shall  in  no  case  deny 
reasonable  ingress  and  egress  to  property  abutting  the  highways,  except 
on  limited  access  highways. 

Sec.  44.  —  Penalty 

A  person  who  violates  section  43  of  this  title  or  the  requirements  of  a 
permit  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100.00  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  or  both.  Each  day  that  the  obstruction  exists  shall  be  deemed 
a  separate  offense  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 

Sec.  45.  —  Removal 

If  a  person  fails  to  remove  an  obstruction  mentioned  in  section  44  of  this 
title,  after  reasonable  notice,  the  board  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
remove  the  same  and  recover  its  expense  from  said  person,  with  costs,  in 
an  action  on  this  statute  in  the  name  of  the  town  or  state.

Our  third  new  truck  arrived  in  town  the  first  of  July  1978  at  a  cost  of 
$24,000.00.  It  was  paid  for  out  of  department  funds  and  was  moved  to  Chip- 
penhook  to  replace  our  old  International  tanker  there.  The  Chippenhook 
tanker  was  moved  to  the  airport  and  is  at  this  time  undergoing 
maintenance  that  is  necessary  if  we  are  going  to  keep  it  and  insure  the 
safety  of  operators  and  the  Fire  Dept. 

We  had  fifteen  men  complete  the  Operations  Fire  Course  put  on  by  the 
Vt.  State  Fire  Assoc,  at  our  station  in  North  Clarendon.  We  also  had  very 
good  attendance  at  the  Regional  Fire  School  held  in  Poultney  and  the  Nor¬ 
wich  Fire  Academy  held  in  Northfield,  Vt. 

In  1978  we  received  thirty  five  calls.  Three  of  these  were  mutual  aid 
calls  and  two  were  false  alarms.  These  thirty-five  fires  involved  480  man 
hours  and  78  actual  truck  hours. 

In  1978  the  Firemen  and  Auxiliary  raised  $15,942.00.  These  funds  were 
derived  from  Bingo,  Auction,  Carnival  and  many  other  smaller  fund  rais¬ 
ing  activities. 

Our  hose  tower  still  incomplete  on  the  outside  is  working  well  and 
makes  our  care  and  maintenance  of  hose  considerably  easier  and  I’m 
sure  will  add  a  great  deal  to  the  longevity  of  the  hose. 

We  now  have  water  in  the  Chippenhook  station  from  a  small  well  we 
dug  on  the  property  in  back.  This  will  help  tremendously  in  the  preserva¬ 
tion  and  upkeep  of  our  equipment  there.  In  North  Clarendon  we  installed 
a  new  side  door  and  storm  windows  throughout. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  in  the  past  and 
hope  that  perhaps  everyone  will  take  a  little  more  interest  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  by  attending  our  annual  meeting  in  October.  We  feel  as  a  depart¬ 
ment  we  have  done  a  great  deal  for  the  town  in  our  fifteen  years  of  opera¬ 
tion  and  would  really  appreciate  showing  and  telling  you  of  some  of  the 
achievements  that  can  be  accomplished  with  the  support  of  the  town  and 
the  firemen  and  women  working  together.

We  are  a  certified  Home  Health  Agency  under  the  Medicare  Program 
which  provides  a  funding  source  for  people  sixty-five  (65)  and  over.  If 
they  need  skilled  nursing  and  are  homebound,  they  would  qualify  under 
the  Medicare  program. 

We  set  up  Preventive  Health  Clinics,  work  closely  with  State  Public 
Health  Nurses  to  coordinate  maternal  and  child  health  services,  work 
with  other  agencies  in  the  area  to  provide  a  comprehensive  health  pro¬ 
gram  and  also  provide  Pre-Natal  classes. 

The  direct  service  to  your  community  is  as  follows:

We  also  do  many  visits  to  homes  of  families  to  evaluate  problems  and 
refer  when  necessary.  This  is  a  service  that  is  very  beneficial  for  both 
physicians  and  families,  preventing  a  lot  of  hospitalization. 

If  a  member  of  your  family  needs  health  care  at  home,  the  Visiting 
Nurse  is  only  a  phone  call  away.  We  provide  care  to  everyone  in  need.  Our 
main  office  is  in  Rutland,  but  we  have  two  branch  offices,  Poultney  and 
Brandon.  We  cover  all  of  Rutland  County  except  Pittsfield  and  Sher¬ 
burne.

The  established  mission  of  the  State  Health  Department  is  to  protect 
and  promote  the  health  of  all  Vermonters.  In  working  towards  this  goal, 
the  Vermont  Department  of  Health  has  provided  directly,  or  assured  the 
provision  of,  preventive  health  services  to  communities  across  the  state.

Statewide,  278  emergency  medical  technicians  were  trained;  157,688 
doses  of  vaccine  were  distributed  to  private  physicians;  17  hospitals  and 
48  nursing  homes  were  inspected  and  licensed;  3500  blood  and  breath 
samples  were  tested  for  alcohol  content;  2003  restaurants  were  in¬ 
spected;  4266  venereal  disease  office  visits  and/or  treatments  were  paid 
for  and  820  contacts  were  traced;  material  to  test  46,356  persons  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  was  distributed  to  private  physicians,  public  clinics,  and  schools; 
90  industrial  inspections  affecting  9,656  workers  were  done;  39  x-ray 
machines  were  inspected;  treatment  for  21,519  children  was  approved 
and  paid  for  in  total  or  in  part  by  the  Tooth  Fairy  and  Denticaid  pro¬ 
grams;  and,  in  conjunction  with  Planned  Parenthood,  10,134  persons 
received  contraceptive  counselling  and  service. 

Technical  assistance  was  provided  through  the  office  of  Local  Health 
Services  to  your  Town  Health  Officer,  Edward  B.  Fuller. 

Your  Town  Clerk,  Mrs.  Mae  Belle  Byrne,  received  support  and  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  handling  of  vital  records  from  the  Division  of  Public  Health 
Statistics.

The  previous  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Planning  Commission. 
The  Commission  lost  Russ  Carleton  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Kay 
Neil  by  resignation.  It  gained  Bob  Bixby  from  Moulton  Avenue  and  Fritz 
Harlow  from  the  Creek  Road,  as  new  members. 

A  questionnaire  was  complied  and  sent  with  your  Town  Report  in 
March,  asking  for  input  to  help  with  the  planning  process.  We  received 
about  76  responses  that’s  a  1%  return.  Doesn’t  show  much  for  citizen 
participation  or  concern  for  their  town!  However,  the  Commission  is  con¬ 
tinuing  to  work  on  an  up-date  of  the  Town  Plan.

III  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

A.  Curriculum 

Over  the  past  two  years  we  have  improved  our  instructional  programs 
by  adopting  new  materials  for  teaching  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies. 
This  spring  we  plan  to  make  decisions  on  the  selection  of  English 
materials  and  by  next  year  we  hope  to  revise  our  Science  program.  We 
are  in  our  second  year  of  working  with  the  Vermont  State  Basic  Com¬ 
petencies.  These  competencies  are  being  integrated  into  all  classroom 
teaching  and  we  are  continuing  to  test  youngsters  to  keep  track  of  their 
progress. 

B.  Special  Education 

As  required  by  the  new  Federal  Legislation,  The  Education  of  All  Han¬ 
dicapped  Children  Act.  (P.L.  94-142),  the  Clarendon  School  District  has 
established  the  goal  of  providing  full  educational  opportunities  for  all 
Handicapped  children  within  the  district.  A  local  plan  has  been  adopted 
and  approved  by  the  State  which  outlines  how  the  district  will  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  law  in  providing  a  free  appropriate  public  education 
for  these  youngsters.  We  ask  all  citizens  to  contact  their  school  if  they  are 
aware  of  any  handicapped  youngster  who  is  not  receiving  educational 
services.  The  services  being  provided  have  been  expanded  this  year  by 
adding  a  Special  Education  and  Aide  to  serve  youngsters  out  of  our  new 
resource  room  at  the  Clarendon  Elementary  School.  If  you  have  any 
questions  about  these  or  other  services,  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  your 
school  principal  or  school  board  members. 
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C.  Enrollment  and  Budget 

The  present  6th  grade  *1  ass  has  only  28  students,  which  have  been 
assigned  to  a  single  teacher.  With  next  year's  6th  grade  enrollment  going 
to  approximately  40  students,  and  the  other  class  sizes  remaining  approx¬ 
imately  the  same,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  one  new  teaching  position. 
The  budget  being  proposed  for  the  1979-80  school  year  reflects  the  salary 
for  this  new  position  and  results  in  the  following  major  increases: 
Teacher  salaries  and  benefits  $26,000;  Special  Education  $2,400;  Building 
Operation  $4,900;  and  $7,500  for  Interest  Expense.  This  interest  expense  is 
more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  interest  income  under  receipts.  The 
total  proposed  expenditures  are  $367,241.00  which,  if  the  increase  for  in¬ 
terest  expense  is  excluded,  shows  a  $34,962  or  10.8%  increase  over  this 
year.  Not  including  the  new  teacher,  this  is  an  $26,287.00  or  8.1%  increase. 
Because  of  the  projected  balance  for  this  fiscal  year  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  will  decrease  from  $38,253.00  to  $35,053.00.

All  School  Board  Members  present 

Moderator  Weeks  opened  the  Annual  Town  and  School  District  meeting 
at  7:30  P.M.  The  meeting  was  for  all  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Claren¬ 
don.  The  School  warning  was  read  but  a  request  had  been  made  for  the 
School  District  portion  of  the  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Moderator  Weeks  then  gave  an  explanation  of  the  rules  governing  the 
meeting.  The  meeting  would  be  conducted  according  to  Vermont  Law, 
Roberts  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Board  of  Civil  Authority  ruling  on  the  con¬ 
duct  of  elections.  The  Boards  rules  consisted  of  the  following: 

1.  The  size  of  stickers  for  write-ins  will  be  of  a  size  to  fit  between  the 
lines  on  a  ballot  provided  for  this  write-in  and  shall  be  placed  on  the  ballot 
so  that  in  no  way  will  it  render  the  ballot  questionable.  Stickers  which  ex¬ 
ceed  these  dimensions  will  void  the  vote. 

2.  People  who  are  attempting  to  present  a  position  relative  to  any  item 
being  voted  on,  shall  be  excluded  from  using  the  steps  or  sidewalk  in  front 
of  the  outside  door  closest  to  the  polling  place. 

3.  The  Moderator  will  keep  the  hall  quiet  and  not  let  people  interfere 
with  the  counting  and  will  segregate  the  counters  from  the  general  public. 

4.  Only  such  of  the  Board  of  Civil  Authority  as  are  present,  the  assisting 
ballot  and  assisting  clerks  shall  canvas  the  votes. 

5.  All  unused  ballots  are  to  be  taped  and  placed  in  a  ballot  box.  All  voted 
ballots  are  to  be  placed  in  separate  packages  and  sealed  after  counting. 
All  ballot  boxes  are  to  be  sealed  after  counting. 

6.  Ballot  boxes  are  to  be  returned  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  for  storage. 
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Only  legal  voters  whose  names  are  on  the  checklist  may  participate  in 
debate  or  vote,  under  penalty  of  law.  No  one  may  influence  or  explain  a 
vote  by  any  means  within  the  building  while  voting  is  taking  place  under 
penalty  of  law.  Mr.  Weeks  went  on  to  explain  that  all  legal  voters  have  an 
equal  right  to  partake  in  parlimentary  procedure.  A  point  of  order  may  be 
made  at  any  time,  if  you  feel  the  Moderator  does  not  follow  the  rules.  You 
may  appeal  the  ruling  of  the  Moderator.  Voters  have  no  right  to  criticize 
the  ruling  of  the  Moderator,  unless  they  appeal  his  decision. 

Because  of  the  length  of  the  warning,  the  reading  of  it  was  dispensed 
with.  There  was  an  objection  to  this,  but  it  was  withdrawn  when  it  was 
realized  the  warning  would  be  read  article  by  article.  Moderator  Weeks 
then  proceeded  to  read  the  articles. 

ARTICLE  1 

To  act  on  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  this  Article.  A  motion  was  then  made  and 
seconded  to  accept  the  reports.  This  was  carried  with  one  dissension. 

ARTICLE  2 

To  elect  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  (Australian  Ballot) 

The  names  of  the  candidates  were  read  so  they  could  stand  and  be 
recognized.  The  names  of  the  School  Officers  were  read  first,  followed  by 
the  candidates  names  for  Town  Office.  There  was  one  write-in  candidate, 
for  the  office  of  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  William  Setterman,  who  also  stood  and 
introduced  himself. 

ARTICLE  3 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  pay  taxes  to  the  Treasurer. 

There  was  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  pay  taxes  to  the  Treasurer.  It 
was  carried  by  acclamation. 

ARTICLE  4 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for  tem¬ 
porary  use. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for  temporary  use. 

ARTICLE  5 

Will  the  Town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  gift  or  purchase, 
land  for  a  Municipal  forest  to  promote  reforestation,  water  conservation, 
and  good  forestry  practices. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  on  this  article.  A  motion  was  then 
made  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  This  was  seconded  and  carried  with  one 
dissension. 

ARTICLE  6  thru  ARTICLE  19 

(Voted  by  Australian  Ballot  —  no  discussion) 

ARTICLE  20 

Shall  the  Town  amend  the  Clarendon  Zoning  regulations  as  proposed  by 
the  Clarendon  Board  of  Selectmen: 

A.  To  conform  with  the  24  V.S.A.,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  has  jurisdic¬ 
tion  rather  than  the  Planning  Commission  in  the  following  sections  of 
Clarendon  Zoning  Regulations:  Section  119;  160;  161;  165;  185;  280. 

B.  To  conform  with  the  recent  (1974)  numbering  of  24  V.S.A.  we  will 
change  the  Zoning  Regulations  Section  310  to  read :  Chapter  117  in  place  of 
Chapter  91.  (Australian  Ballot) 
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There  was  much  discussion  of  the  zoning  changes.  Motion  was  then  made 
for  debate  to  cease.  This  was  seconded  and  carried  by  a  2/3  vote.  At  this 
time  a  Point  of  Order  was  made.  It  was  stated  that  a  final  hearing  was  not 
held  on  the  changes  in  this  article,  and  adoption  of  it  would  be  in  conflict 
with  the  Law.  There  were  duly  warned  Selectmen’s  hearings  on  the  zon¬ 
ing  changes  held  on  November  15  and  January  3.  There  was  nother  hear¬ 
ing  held  on  January  30th  but  it  was  not  properly  warned  as  a  zoning  hear¬ 
ing.  The  Moderator  then  ruled  that  a  final  hearing  was  not  held,  and  that 
the  Article  was  out  of  order.  The  Moderator’s  decision  was  appealed  and 
seconded.  The  Moderator  then  asked  for  a  standing  vote  with  a  yes  vote 
sustaining  the  rule  of  the  Moderator  and  a  no  vote  overruling  the 
Moderator.  A  2/3  majority  would  be  needed  to  overrule  the  Moderator. 
Results  of  the  vote  were :  Yes  —  99  No  —  61 

The  Moderator’s  decision  was  sustained. 

ARTICLE  22 

Shall  the  Town  amend  Section  225  of  the  Clarendon  Zoning  Regulations  as 
proposed  by  the  Clarendon  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  Add: 

Whenever  a  permit  is  issued  for  use  under  Section  421  Commercial  and 
Residential  or  422  Commercial  —  Industrial,  the  Administrative  Officer 
shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  permit  to  the  abutting  property  owners,  as 
their  names  and  addresses  appear  on  the  Clarendon  Grand  List,  by 
regular  mail,  within  24  hours  of  the  date  of  issue.  However,  failure  of 
delivery  will  not  invalidate  the  permit.  (Australian  Ballot) 

Again  there  was  discussion  of  these  changes  and  again  a  Point  of  Order 
was  made  in  which  it  was  stated  the  article  was  not  valid  because  of 
changes  made,  after  which  there  was  not  another  hearing  held.  The 
Moderator’s  decision  was  the  same  as  before,  ruling  the  Article  out-of- 
order  because  a  final  hearing  had  not  been  held.  The  Moderator’s  deci¬ 
sion  was  again  appealed  and  seconded.  There  was  another  standing  vote 
with  the  results  being :  Yes  —  73  No  —  74 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  informed  the  voters  that  a  Moderator,  if  a 
legal  voter,  could  exercise  his  right  to  vote  to  either  break  a  tie  with  his 
vote  or  create  a  tie  with  his  vote.  He  chose  to  exercise  this  right  and  voted 
yes  thus  causing  the  results  to  be :  Yes  —  74  No  74 

There  was  not  a  2/3  majority  to  overrule  the  Moderator’s  decision  and  it 
was  therefore  sustained.

2.  Automobile  Graveyards 

3.  Junkyards  (Australian  Ballot) 

There  was  discussion  on  this  article.  A  motion  was  then  made  and  second¬ 
ed  for  debate  to  cease.  This  was  carried.  A  Point  of  Order  was  then  made 
claiming  the  Article  was  invalid  because  no  final  public  hearing  had  been 
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held  on  the  changes.  The  Moderator  ruled  the  Article  out-of-order.  His 
decision  was  appealed  and  seconded.  There  a  standing  vote  with  the 
results  being:  Yes  — 72  No  — 71. 

The  ruling  was  sustained. 

ARTICLE  25 

Shall  the  Town  add  a  new  section  to  the  Clarendon  Zoning  Regulations  as 
proposed  by  the  Clarendon  Board  of  Selectmen  to  read: 

Section  422  Commercial— Industrial 

INTENT  AND  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  Commercial-Industrial  Zones  is  to  reserve  suitable  areas 
for  location  and/or  expansion  of  Industrial  and  Commercial  develop¬ 
ment;  to  encourage  growth  and  employment  opportunities;  to  designate 
specific  areas  for  “Commercial— Industrial  Zones”  which  are,  because 
of  their  inherent  proximity  to  transportation  facilities,  and  whose 
topography  and  general  sub-soil  and  accessibility  are  better  suited  and 
defined  than  the  more  remote  hilly  areas  which  have  characteristically 
thin  soils  and  accessive  slopes. 

USES  PERMITTED 

COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  USES:  Including,  but  not  limited 
to: 

A.  Manufacturing  and/or  processing,  and/or  assembly 

B.  Warehouse  storage  and/or  distributing  of  goods,  services,  and 
material. 

C.  Research  facilities. 

D.  Residential  and  agricultural  uses  in  conformance  with  minimum  stan¬ 
dards  under  residential  uses  of  these  regulations. 

E.  Office  buildings  and  professional  building,  office,  professional,  or  in¬ 
dustrial  parks. 

F.  Commercial  or  industrial  services. 

G.  Retail  and/or  wholesale  operations. 

H.  Agricultural 
EXCEPTIONS 

1.  Rendering  Plants 

2.  Automobile  Graveyards 

3.  Junkyards 

Space  and  height  requirements,  and  set  backs  of  structures  from  proper¬ 
ty  lines. 

1.  Minimum  Lot  Area  —  43,560  square  feet  (acre) 

2.  Minimum  Lot  Width  — 125  feet 

3.  Minimum  Front  Yard  —  40  feet  from  edge  of  road  right-of-way. 

4.  Minimum  Side  Yard  —  20  feet  each  side 

5.  Minimum  Rear  Yard  —  30  feet. 

6.  Maximum  Building  Height  —  Three  stories  or  35  feet,  whichever  is 
less. 

7.  Maximum  Building  Area  —  Unspecified 

I .  Air  Park  —  defined  in  Airport  Master  Plan 

Further,  the  access  to  this  parcel  shall  be  restricted  to  approved  access 
from  7B  only. 

2.  Area  contained  within  the  boundaries  starting  at  the  intersection  of  Rt. 
7  and  Rt.  7B,  south  of  the  village  of  North  Clarendon,  due  east  to  the 
Green  Mountain  Railroad,  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction  along  the 
western  boundary  of  the  railroad  right-of-way,  to  the  intersection  of  the 
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railroad  and  the  Town  Road  #8  (East  Road),  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  the  intersection  of  U.S.  Rt.  7B  and  Vt.  Rt.  103  thence

,t}°o3  Hi?  northerly  direction  a  distance  of  2000  feet  along  the  west  side 

of  U.S.  Rt.  7,  thence  due  west  a  distance  of  1000  feet,  thence  south  a 
distance  of  3000  feet,  thence  east  to  the  westerly  side  of  U.S.  Rt.  7  to  the  in- 
tersection  of  U.S.  Rt.  7  and  Vt.  Rt.  103  the  point  of  beginning  Further  the 
access  to  this  parcel  shall  be  Rt.  7  by  way  of  Town  Road  #19.  * 

4.  Area  formed  by  Rt.  7  on  the  west  side,  North  Shrewsbury  Road  on  the 
South,  Cold  River  Road  on  the  east  side  and  Clarendon  Town  Line  on  the 
north. 

5.  Beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  junction  of  Rt.  103  and  7B 
thence  south  along  the  easterly  side  of  7B  to  the  property  of  the  State  of 
Vermont.  Thence  easterly  along  the  lands  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  then 
north  along  the  westerly  side  of  the  Airport  to  the  intersection  of  103  and 
Airport  Road,  then  westerly  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Recognizing  that  it  is  of  “vital  financial  interest”  to  the  Town  to  broaden 
the  business  tax  base,  spreading  the  tax  burden  over  home  owner  and 
business  alike,  these  Commercial-Industrial  Zones  are  hereby 
established. 

1.  AirPark 

2.  Area  centralized  around  old  Route  7  (7B) 

3.  Pierce's  Corner 

4.  Northeast  area  extending  to  Clarendon  Town  line 

5.  Southeast  area  bordered  on  the  east  by  7B  and  the  north  by  103  and  by 
the  south  by  the  State  of  Vermont  airport  property  (Australian  Ballot) 

The  question  was  again  asked  as  to  what  the  date  of  the  final  public  hear¬ 
ing  concerning  Article  26  as  read  on  the  Town  Warning.by  Mr.  Kinne  was. 
It  was  again  stated  that  there  were  two  public  hearings  held,  one  on 
November  15th  and  the  other  on  January  3rd.  A  Point  of  Order  was  again 
made  that  Article  25  as  written  is  not  in  conformance  with  Chapter  117  — 
4404-4447  of  Vermont  Law.  The  Moderator  ruled  the  Article  out-of-order 
His  decision  was  appealed  and  seconded.  The  standing  vote  was  as 
follows:  Yes  — 51  No  — 45.  The  Moderator's  ruling  was  sustained.
